THE COAL STRIKE ARBITRATION

ROBABLY no one thing had more to do with the qua- 


lified endorsement of the Republican party on the 


fourth instant, than the popular impression that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had been Instrumental in settling the great 
coal strike In Penns>lvanla 
Republican orators and 


newspapers used It for all that it was -north in a political 
way. It was assumed that the President had done a 
most extraordinary thing, and that by urging the mine 
owners to arbitrate their differences with the strikeis, he 
had placed himself on the side of labor and against the 
trusts 
This was a forced and strained conclusion but it 


held many wavering Republicans m line 


In sober truth Mr Roosevelt did no more than any 


other President would have done under like circum- 
stances 
The coal supply had been cut off the price had 


so advanced as to cause serious distress among the 
poor, the published statements of the grievances of the 
coal miners were knocking the prosperity arguments of 
the Republican leaders higher than 'Gilderoy's kite," and 
an important election was approaching 
Under such con- 


ditions what President, anxious for the endorsement of 
hi* administration, would not have done all that Mr 
Roosevelt dd 


We may grant that like any other good citizen the 


President was anxious for a settlement of a trouble that 
was inflicting grave injury not only upon those imme- 
diately concerned but upon the country as a whole 
Still, 


his action gave no indication whatever, that his sympath- 
ies were with the strikers rather than with the mine 
owners 
If the miners had given up the contest in de- 


spair and returned to their -nork at starvation wages, we 
may be sure that Mr Roosevelt would have been quite 
content to let the mattet rest right there 
In urging arbi- 


tration he did the only thing that he could do, if he was to 
do anything at all" It left every substantial point of dif- 
ference open and If the mine-owners refused to accept the 
decision of the Board there was no ponei to compel them 
to do BO 


Mere arbitration standing by itself will do the strik- 


ers no good except as a recognition of the principle What 
thej want is shorter hours ef labor and better pay Every- 
thing else involved 1° simply incidental to that end Now 
the dispatches clearly Indicate that the mine-owners in- 
tend to contest the demands of the strikers at every stage 
of the proceedings 
gi wlll daim that recognition of the 


uniefc--rt>-rfirt"urrV<ji me issues submitted to the arbitra- 
tors— that this is a matter relating solely to the man- 
agement of the different properties by their owners, and 
one which they will insist upon determining for them- 
selves 
Already the Presidents of the different companies 


In combination have all, or nearly all, made statements 
to this effect, accompanied by the intimation that if the 
Arbitraton Board decides that the union must be recog- 
nized the mire-owners probably will not submit to the 
judgment. 


There la a most serious obstacle in the way of any 


settlement of a satisfactory and permanent character, for 
It IB perfectly plain that without their union the miners 
will be literally powerless in dealing with employers who 
are 
themselves combined 
into a union of 
enormous 


strength 
It is almost certain that the coal trust will not~ 


submit to any adjustment by the arbitrators which invol- 
ves a recognition of the union unless it be with such a re- 
striction of the unions powers as will virtually destroy its 
effectiveness as an agency for the protection of the min- 
ers 


Moreover, the mine-owners strenuously insist that the 


men are already well-paid, receiving as good wages as 
others engaged In work of the same class, and as much as 
the condition of the Industry v ill warrant, that the lumrs 
of labor cannot be shortened without seriously crippling 
the business, and in short each and every one of the 
miners' demands is declared to be unreasonable and with- 
out merit 
If this is all true and the miners bill of 


complaint has not ben greatly exaggerated then must it 
also be true that this Republican prosperity is of a most 
unsubstantial character, at least as far as the great coal 
mining Industry is concerned 
But that is another story 


The point now under consideration is what the unions 


are likely to gain in their contest with the coal barons 
The Journal will be very glad to have these underground, 
poorly paid toilers realize the full measure of their de- 
mands, for they seem just and moderate 
The situation, 


though, is full of doubt and uncertainty for them, and it 
Is reasonably safe to predict that in the end the unions 
will score very few advantages, and these of no great mo- 
ment 
Thej may do a little better than they did two 


years ago when Mark Hanna fixed up things for 
thp 


Presidential campaign then pending and they may not 
At all events it is entirely premature to cover anybody 
with a shining mantle of glory because of this alleged 
strike settlement, for, as yet nothing has been settled

6oing Actively

A party of twenty government sur- 


veyors are encamped across the river 
from Wadsworth who are engaged in 
the prlmray work of the great-^project 
of Irrigating the arid lands of Ne- 
vada. This corps of the U. S. Geolo- 
gical Survey will not only map the 
contours of all the land between here 
and Churchill, and in the great valley 
of the Sink, says the Wadsworth Dis- 
patch, but the quality of forty' acres 
of it will be marked and^known. 


As a beginning the government will 


store the water of the Truckee river 
and in such quantity that they will be 
used on the fertile high lands of 
Churchill county. The waters of the 
Truckee will be taken by Wadaworth, 
and Leetvllle till the desert shall blos-r 
som as the rose and scarcity of wat- 
er wiH no longer be known. 


When asked his opinion. Mr. Fitch, 


engineer in charge, said from what the 
maps show the waters of the Truckee 
would be diverted a little above Clarks. 
What is of vital interest to Wadsworth 
is that the land forming a part of the 
reservation and lying between Wads- 
v.-orth and the Indian agency build- 
ings, 15.000 acres, will come under the 
great ditch as outlined. 


If the land between Wrfdsworth and 


Leetville and the land between Wads- 
worth and the lakes is placed under 
ditch and .is cultivated It means that 
the acreage will exceed that of Truc- 
kee Meadows, which surrounds Reno, 
or the Big Meadows, which surrounds 
Lovelock.
